UCS 112 states that primary drive force is to be distinguished from the brake operating force. In reference to figure 15, which is the 
elected figure.there are only two sources of force that maybe applied, the brake operating force from the brake pedal and the pressure 
force from the assisting chamber. Since the primary force can not come from the assisting chamber it must come from the pedal force. 
Therefore, the examiner is unable to see ANY distinction between the two. As a result, the rest of the arguments made by the applicant 
appear to be moot since they rely upon the argument that the primary force is reduced. The examiner is not able to clearly seen what is 
meant by the primary force and is therefore can not make an accurate determination what is meant by it not being reduced. 
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
